Worst Blow 


Soviet Fighters Join 
U. S. in Greatest Fleet 
To Attack Single City 


LONDON, Monday, March 19. 
(?\—RAF Mosquitoes rained 
two-ton blockbusters on Berlin 
last night, striking by the glow 
of raging fires started by an 
American air armada which 
biasted the Reich capital in rec- 
ord strength of more than 1,300 
bombers yesterday. 


LONDON, March 18.—(UP)— 
American air fleet of 1,300 bomb- 
ers and 700 fighters, the largest 
force ever sent against a single 


city, today hurled thousands of 
two sprawling armament works 
on the outskirts, leaving great 
fires raging. 

German fighters, including some 
30 speedy jet-propelled planes, at- 
tacked the bomber formations. At 
least 13 enemy planes were shot 
down. A squadron of some 15 
Russian fighters joined: the Amer- 
icans in the air battles. 


LEVEL RAIL STATIONS 


The Eighth Air Force Fortresses 
and Liberators devastated two big 
mid-city railway stations which 
funnel supplies and troops to the 
Russian front and also blasted 
high explosive and _ incendiary 
bombs on ,communications and 
war industry targets in Berlin. 


The American Mustangs and 
Russian Yak fighters went into ac- 
tion side by side in defending a 
Soviet airfield east of the Oder 
river from an attack by four Ger- 
man fighters. Then the Russian 
planes flew back over Berlin with 
the Yanks. 

The massive assault began about 
moon and lasted for more than an 
hour, with 30-ton salvos hitting 
the city every 30 or 40 seconds. 
More than 3,000 tons of bombs 
were estimated to have been 
loosed on the capital, which has 
also been hit for the past 26 nights 
running by fast Mosquito bombers 
of the RAF. 

HIT RAILS 


The principal targets today were 
the Schlesischer railway station 
and the freightyards of the Berlin 
north station, they were blasted 
by a bomber detachment 1,000 
strong. 

The Schlesischer station is on 
the main railroad line leading to 
Kuestrin and Frankfort, where the 
Wehrmacht is striving desperate- 
ly to halt the Soviet Army, now 
only 31 miles from the capital. 
It was believed that the Red 
troops may have seen the giant 
bombers wheeling over their ob- 
jective. 

The north station is a main ter- 
minus on the rail route to the 
embattled city almost ringed by 
the besieging Red Army. It is 
the site of one of Berlin’s biggest 
freight yards and is frequently 
jammed with troops and freight 
cars. 


An estimated 12,400 high ex- 
plosive bombs, many of them 
1,000-pounders, and 650,000 small 
incendiaries were loosed on the 
two stations. 


HIT TANK FACTORY 


The remainder of the force— 
gome 300 Liberators—struck at 
the Rheinmetal Borsig plant at 
Tegel, six miles northwest of the 
center of Berlin, and the big tank 
factory at Henningsdorf, 11 miles 
northwest of the city’s heart. 


War material for the German 
@rmy. navy and air force is pro- 
duced at the Rheinmetal Borsig 
works, including antiaircraft guns, 
field guns, machineguns, tanks, 
armored vehicles, bombs and tor- 
pedoes. The half-mile square fac- 
tory is in a highly industrialized 
area. 

The Liberators dropped approx- 
imately 8,500 bombs—explosives 
and large incendiaries—on the 
two plants. 


FIRES RAGE 


Returning crew members said 
fires and explosions were raging 
and the smoke rose thousands of 
feet above the city. Bombs were 
aimed both visually and by in- 
strument when the planes encoun- 
tered mixed cloud conditions. 


Capt. Harrison Cordoff, of Me- 
chanicsville, N. Y., said the 
“bomber boys hoed a path right 
down the center of Berlin.” 


The action of Lt. Gen. James 
H. Doolittle in sending only 700 
fighters to cover the bombers, 
compared with the thousand-plus 
escort thrown around bombers in 
strikes at German oil plants a 
few weeks ago, was a striking tes- 
timonial to the decline of the 
Luftwaffe as a fighting force. 

One Mustang group claimed to 
have shot down several Focke- 
Wulf 190s out of a formation of 
20 which was grouping for an at- 
tack on the bomber columns. 

Antiaircraft fire was intense 
over the center of the city and 
intense over the out- 
skirts.

‘Little Flower’ 
Eases Curfew, 
Defies Byrnes 


WASHINGTON, March 18.— 
(UP)—Mayor Fiorello H. LaGuar- 


dia, of New York, extended the 
midnight curfew in New York to 
1 a. m. without authority from 
War Mobilization Director James 
F. Byrnes, it was learned tonight. 

It marked the first open defi- 
ance of the curfew edict, issued 
Feb. 26 as a war conservation 
measure, and raised the prospect 
that Byrnes will have to crack 
down hard on LaGuardia or see 
other cities following the mayor’s 
ead. 


Byrnes refused to comment. His 
special assistant, Walter Brown, 
said he would not have a state- 
ment tonight and possibly not 
tomorrow. 

The course Byrnes will follow is 
anybody’s guess. By virtue of his 
powers as assistant to the Presi- 
dent, he can invoke severe pen- 
alties against all violators of the 
curfew. These include shutting 
off all food and manpower re- 
sources and electric power. 

When he issued his order he 
placed enforcement powers in the 
hands of War Manpower Commis- 
sioner Paul: V. McNutt and in- 
structed the War Production Board

Many Engineers Fall 
To Death or Injury 


In Restive Rhine 


WITH THE AMERICANS 
ACROSS THE RHINE, March 18. 
(#)—The central span of the 1,200- 
foot Ludendorff bridge at Rema- 
gen has collapsed, carrying many 
Army engineers to death in the 
Rhine, but it was announced of- 
ficially tonight that the gap can 
be repaired and the bridge soon 
will be in operation again. 

The collapse ,esterday, blamed 
on a weakened main supporting 
girder that had bean damaged by 
a German demolition charge be- 
fore the Americans seized the 
bridge March 7, proved ‘o be less 
of 4 catastrophe than had first 
been indicated. 

The American broadcasting sta- 
tion in France reported tonight 
without confirmation the bridge 
“has been almost completely re- 
paired.” 

ENGINEERS LOST 

Many of the 200 engineers who 
were working on the bridge and 
were plunged into the river when 
the span gave way were rescued, 
but some were killed, others 
drowned and many injured. 

The German explosives damag- 
ed a lower arch girder 10 days ago 
when the span was seized, and 
failure to repair or replace it 
proved to be the real reason for 
loss of the bridge. Stresses and 
strains on remaining girders be- 
game too much, collapsing its 
512-foot main central span. 

But the first task was to build 
up the bridgehead and throw over 
supplementing pontoon spans, En- 
gineérs were working to strength- 
en the girder when the bridge 
gave way yesterday. 

COST NAZI LIVES 


Ironically, the great span which 
gave Americans a solid bridge- 
head across the Rhine collapsed 
a few hours before a German high 
command announcement that four 
officers had been executed for 
cowardice and negligence in per- 
mitting seizure of the bridge in- 
tact March 7. 

There was no explosion or shell 
burst when the bridge tumbled 
down, at 3:10 p. m., and enemy 
action was not directly responsi- 
ble. 

The span had been closed for 
repairs except for brief intervals, 
and no traffic was passing over 
at the time of its collapse. It has 
been frequently damaged by blast 
and shellifire. 

Heroic work by soldiers saved 
the lives of dozens of engineers 
who, after days of toil in a hail 
of shellfire, had the historic road 
and railway span ready for traf- 
fic. 

PONTOONS FILL IN 

Loss of the bridge did not im- 
mediately imperil the Americans’ 
steadily expanding bridgeheads, 
since pontoon bridges are in op- 
eration. But the supply of rein- 


| forcements and tanks now is lim- 


ited to spans which are easy prey 
for floods and the Rhine frequent- 
ly surges out of its banks with 
spring rains. The terrain already 
seized east of the Rhine is rug- 
ged, and ill suited for landing 
fields.

Carriers Strike 
Again, Japs Cry 


GUAM, Monday, March 19.—(UP)—A U. S. carrier plane fleet, 
estimated by the enemy to total 1,400, attacked southwestern Japan 
Sunday and a giant armada of 300 or more Superfortresses followed 
up by dropping 2,500 tons of fire bombs on Nagoya, Japan’s third 


city, early this morning. 

The carrier planes returned, 
Monday, the first arriving at 6 
a. m. over the same southern areas 
of the homeland, Tokyo radio said 
late last night, according to the 
Associated Press there was no 
confirmation. 


Adm. Nimitz, announcing the 
Sunday carrier attack, said only 
that a strong force of carrier air- 
craft attacked enemy aircraft and 
installations on Kyushu, southwest- 
ernmost of the Japanese home is- 
lands. 

But detailed enemy broadcasts 
said Sunday’s attack extended to 
Shikoku and Honshu islands ad- 
joining and the attack area was 
that in which the battered Japa- 
nese main fleet is believed hiding. 


The Superfortresses, attacking 
at low level in the new 20th Air 
Force tactical technique, rained in- 
cendiary bombs into the charred 
heart of Nagoya, first attacked by 
a 300-plane fleet a week ago to- 
day. 

A five-square-mile area of which 
two square miles had been laid in 
ruins in the first attack, was the 
target. It was the fifth attack 
in nine days on Japan’s greatest 
war industry centers. 


Meanwhile, North Pacific war- 
ships apparently blew up a Japa- 
nese ammunition dump and start- 
ed many fires, some of them 
heavy, in a _ surprise bombard- 
ment at dusk Friday against the 
important Japanese base on Mat- 
suwa island in the northern Ku- 
riles, according to an Associated 
Press dispatch. 

Both Japanese military and air 
installations on the island, 960 
miles from Tokyo, were targets 
of a cruiser and destroyer task 
force commanded by Rear Adm, 
John L. McCrea. No damage was 
inflicted on the American force, 
although shore batteries returned 
the fire after the first few of the 
thousands of shells that struck the 
island were fired.

U.S. Remagen Span Caves In: 
Ist Breaks Out of Mountains 


Patton Fights 
Into Saar Hub

PARIS, Monday, March 19.—(UP)—U. S. First Army 
troops have hammered their way out of the Remagen bridge- 
head mountains into flat country to the north, front dis- 
patches disclosed today as powerful Third Army tank forces 
crossed the Nahe river and fought into the 1l-way road and 
rail junction of Bad Kreuznach in the Saar. 


Lt. Gen. Courtney H. Hodges’ | 
breakout to the flat Rhine plain 
yesterday was made in a swift 


northward drive that reached Nie- 
der Doliendorf, across the Rhine 
from Bad Godesberg, despite loss 
of the Ludendorf rail bridge at 
Remagen which collapsed Satur- 
day. 

80,000 TRAPPED 


Front dispatches which unveiled 
the extent of Gen. Patton’s light- 
ning armored thrust into the Saar 
from the north said that an esti- 
mated 80,000 Germans are facing 
entrapment west of the Rhine. 

As Patton’s armor battled into 
Bad Kreuznach, one of two ma- 
jor transit centers for the Ger- 
man flight from the Saar, infantry 
of the 90th Division smashed into 
the key ferry points of Bingen, 
on the great Rhine bend nine 
miles north of Bad Kreuznach and 
29 miles southeast of Coblenz. 


The twin armored and infantry 
drive, now less than 50 miles from 
a junction with the U. S. Seventh 
Army, may already be spearing 
on past Bad Kreuznach toward 
Kaiserslautern, second major Ger- 
man escape bottleneck 26 miles 
to the south. Capture of Kaisers- 
lautern together with Bad Kreuz- 
nach would seal all major escape 
routes from the Saar. 


Hodges’ breakthrough to Nieder 
Doliendorf set the stage for a 
swift First Army armored dash 
into the Ruhr triangle pointed on 
Cologne, 


PATCH CLEARING SAAR 


One of the greatest enemy 
flights of the war appeared to be 
in motion out of the Saar as Lt. 
Gen. Alexander M, Patch’s Sev- 
enth Army hammered almost eight 
miJes deep into the industrial 
basin’s hard southern crust, 


Allied planes, pounded all en- 
emy escape routes out of the Saar, 
hitting the 14-way road and rail 
junction of Kaiserslautern six 
times, as Gen. Patton’s famous 
tanks smashed south toward an 
imminent junction with Patch’s 
troops. 


A security blackout covered the 
movements of four Third Army 
tank columns as they roared into 
the Saar. 


IKE VISITS SAAR 


Gen. Eisenhower has paid a per- 
sonal visit to the Saar front, it was 
disclosed, to see for himself the 
extent of the German collapse. 
After his visit, he immediately is- 
sued a warning to German rail- 
road workers in Frankfurt, across 
the Rhine from the Saar, to aban- 
don their work in the “battle 
zone.” 


Eisenhower stressed that rail- 
roads out of the Saar are being 
used by the Nazis to evacuate par- 
ty members and their belongings 
and that railway workers in the 
area of Frankfurt, Ludwigshafen 
and Mannheim who remain at 
their posts would be subjected to 
a merciless bombardment. 


Heavily censored dispatches tell- 
ing of the Third Army’s drive into 
the Saar said four armored divi- 
sions and 10 tank battalions are 
hammering the German’s northern 
defenses as the U. S. Seventh and 
French First Armies batter the en- 
emy from the south.

‘SKI TO SAFETY 


4 Destroyers 
Rescue 525 
Norwegians 


LONDON, March 18.—(UP)— 
Four British destroyers, in one of 
the most daring mercy missions of 
the war, raced in daylight down 
an Arctic fjord far behind Ger- 
man lines and saved 525 Norwe- 
gian men, women and children 
from Nazi “slave” patrols, it was 
revealed today, 


For three months the band of 
Norwegian patriots, mostly wom- 
en and children, had been hiding 
in the snow-covered mountains of 
Soroy island in North Cape, near- 
ly 300 miles above the Arctic cir- 
cle. The Nazis had driven them 
from cave to cave in bitter cold. 
They had little food or clothing 
but still managed to avoid capture. 
There was slight chance of rescue, 
but they held out. Capture meant 
death or slavery. 


The Norwegian government in 
London said the patriots were al- 
most exhausted when the destroy- 
ers arrived. For 12 weeks their 
only food had been small quanti- 
ties of fish and reindeer meat. 
Their clothes were in rags. Grave 
concern was felt for several ba- 
— including one only 10-days 
old. 


Today, the rescued are recover- 
ing at a British port. The full story 
of daring mission can now be 
old. 


At 3 p. m. several days ago 
four destroyers commanded by 
Capt. J. H. Allison on board the 
Zambesi, swept down the eight- 
mile long Galten fjord with all 
guns manned, The Germans were 
taken completely by surprise. A 
group of enemy trawlers and pa- 
trol craft were in a neighboring 
fjord, but Galten had been left 
unguarded. Not a shot was fired 
as the warships completed their 
run and lowered small boats to 
bring the patriots off the island. 


“When the signal was given, the 
Norwegians came down the slopes 
on skis—men and women carrvy- 
ing babies and their few humble 
belongings,” Cmdr, R. F. Jessel of 
HMS Zealous said. “Even the chil- 
dren were on miniature skis.” 


Three hours later the four de 
stroyers were en route to Britain, 
their decks crowded with refu- 
gees. To avoid encountering Ger- 
man warships or submarines in 
view of their cargo, the ships 
steamed at full speed through the 
long arctic darkness and reached 
an undisclosed harbor shortly aft- 
er daybreak,

(Delayed)—(#)—To most doughboys an MP is just a guy who makes

LONDON, Monday, March 18.— 
(?)—Russian shock troops have 
captured the shell-torn ruins of the 
German Baltic naval port of Kol- 
berg. 

The liquidation of the last Ger- 
man resistance in the ancient sea- 
port of 33,170 persons was an- 
nounced by Marshal Stalin in an 
order of the day yesterday.

London newspapers said that un- 
der the new allotment of 25,000,- 
000 pounds in the next three 
months, contrasting with 200,000,- 
000 pounds in the present quarter, 
the ration of American meat would 
break down to less than one ounce 
a person weekly, compared with a 


former ration of about half a. 


pound, 


They added that hundreds of 
millions of pounds of food had 
been released from British emerg- 
ency reserves and sent to liberated 
areas in France, Holland and Bel- 
gium in answer to appeals from 
Gen. Eisenhower, and that fats 
and meats were important com- 
ponents of those shipments. 

There seemed little disposition 
here to go along with what was 
reported from America as one ap- 
parent theory behind the cut—that 
British reserves were large enough 
to sustain England without any 
great American assistance. 

“In these islands,” the Sunday 
Dispatch said, “civilian morale has 
been, and still is, subject to 
stresses that America has been 
spared.” 

British housewives, struggling to 
feed families on just 24 cents 
worth of meat per person each 
week—about enough for one meal 
—have been troubled by persistent 
reports of a serious food shortage. 

The general livestock situation 
over the world is pictured here 
as so serious that British butchers 
expect meat rations will have to 
be supplemented by canned corn- 
ed beef as it was for a short pe- 
riod in 1943. Australia and New 
Zealand, from which England had 
ordered a large amount of beef 
for this year, have undergone se- 
vere drouths, 

The housewife who often was 
forced to draw her weekly ration 
of American “fat” pork, which 
has a 25 per cent waste, still is 
able occasionally to buy English 
lamb or beef, but the price is so

Harris caid the Milledgeville in- 
vestigation showed the state had 
followed a policy of being penny 
wise and pound foolish, The state 
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(up 
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hospital needs another string of 
new buildings such as was erected 
a few years ago, he added. 
President Gross said most insti- 
tutions are undermanned, and 
there is a particular need for doc- 
tors and nurses. 
“There is a dire 


need for a 


‘broad building program in all in 
stitutions,” 


Gross continued. “This 
necessarily will have to be held 
until after the war, 
be the No, 1 program 
after the war, and we should have 
concrete plans ready.” 

With more than 25 institutions 
listed for inspection, Gross and 
Harris said they expected the in- 
vestigation would take most of the 
summer. As the eight committee 
members have their private busi- 
ness to look after, they probably 
would spend only one or two days 
a week on the inspection task.

No Time To Let Down the Barriers 


William H. Davis, new director of eco- 
nomic stabilization, has made an encour- 
aging reaffirmation of his views on the 
continuing need of the Little Steel formula 
and other bulwarks against inflation. 


“Up to now our national policy of eco- 
nomic stabilization has worked very well, 
better than anyone dared hope. But we 
are approaching a critical day,” he wrote 
the War Labor Board, the Office of Price 
Administration and the War Food Admin- 
istration this week. “No one can doubt 
that- V-E Day will powerfully affect the 
swirling currents of a 200 billion dollar 


war economy. Now is no time to relax 
either price controls or wage controls.” 


There are already great pressures be- 
ing brought by selfish minorities for a 
relaxation of various phases of our hold- 
the-line program. Those pressures will 
reach crescendo in the days after Germany 
quits. 


Not for a moment, however, must we 
slacken our efforts to ward off inflation. 
Economic disaster inevitably strikes after, 
rather than during, wars. There must be 
no letting, down of anti-inflation barriers 
until there is no chance of jeopardizing 
our financial structure. And that won't 


be on V-E Day. 


North Carolina Considers Self-Insurance 


In Raleigh, the North Carolina legisla- 
ture is currently considering a bill which 
would make the state a self-insurer against 
the loss of its property by fire. 


Proponents of the measure point out 
that in the past 10 years North Carolina 
has paid net premiums of $813,956 for in- 
surance on its property while losses, ac- 
cording to the State Bureau of the Budget, 
totaled $73,412. 


A similar bill was introduced at the re- 
cent session of the Georgia legislature. 
And local figures of the ratio of premiums 
to loss were just about as impressive. But, 
whether because of the opposition of in- 
surance companies or the lack of time to 
consider general bills because of the lack 
of home rule, the measure was not voted 
upon. 


But it will be back. It is a move too 
much alive to be so easily buried. 


Open Covenants Openly Arrived At 


There will be universal commendation 
of Secretary Stettinius’ announcement that 
an “open door policy” will be followed at 
the San Francisco conference of the United 
Nations. 


“The meeting of the United Nations at 
San Francisco will be conducted with the 
greatest possible consideration for the 
widespread interest of the world in its de- 
liberations,” he said this week. “Plenary 
meetings and meetings of the principal 
commissions of the conference will be open 
to press and radio news correspondents 


and photographers and, in so far as facili- 
ties permit, to the general public.” 


This announcement is in line with the 
more liberal public relations policy of the 
State Department under Stettinius. It is 
especially fortunate in that it will serve 
to eliminate whatever suspicions may have 
existed following such star-chamber ses- 
sions as the Hot Springs food conference 
of last year. 


The State Department seems to have 
recognized —at long last —that public 
knowledge is essential to public confidence. 


Moving Day for the Windsors 


The announcement that the Duke of 
Windsor, who abandoned the throne of 
England to marry Wallis Warfield Simp- 
son, “the woman I love,” has resigned his 
post as governor of the Bahama islands 
strikes a rather sour note in a world torn 
by war and hunger.

Fifteen distinguished Europeans, or Americans 


} background, most of them scholars, from 10 European countries, 


have addressed a declaration and appeal to the President and con- 
gress, asking support for the establishment of an all-European con- 
federation at the end of the war, and setting forth 8 points in 
support and description of such a program. 

The idea is not new. It has been advocated for years by the 
Pan-European movement headed by Richard Goudenhove-Kalergi. 
It has had the support-in Britain of eminent publicists, such as 
Sir Walter Layton. It is believed that Mr, Churchill supports it, 
and edged toward it in his famous Guild Hall speech, calling for 
a council of Europe, and a council of Asia, to be established after 
the war. 

As the great power world emerges, the problem of post-war 
Europe becomes more and more urgent. Will Europe fall into 
social and political anarchy? Are all the petty and anachronistic 
sovereignties to be restored? Has not this war demonstrated the 
essential weakness of all the European states? And has it not also 
proved that this weakness is a temptation to direct aggression, and 
to indirect interventionisms, spheres of influence, and all the other 
power games which led to this dreadful struggle? Is Europe, as 
a civilization and culture tinished? Is it to be further Balkanized, 
or will there again in some future({ be an attempt to write it under 
another domination, by force or the threat of force? 

These leading questions have so far not received a statesman: 
like answer. In fact, reading the various declarations, from 
Teheran, for instance, or from Yalta, one receives the impression 
that “Europe,” that great complex of 350 million people, is hence- 
forth of negligible importance. 


Answer Yet the answer to these questions lies in the heart of 

the German problem. This column has contended— 
with perhaps boring repetitiveness--that there is no solution to 
the German problem until the European problem, of which it is a 
part, is solved. If the European problem is solved, the German 
problem can be. And only if the European problem is solved can 
the world count on peace. The authors of the “Declaration of 
European interdependence” know it. They advance the same 
thesis as that of Albert Guerard, in his new book published by the 
Stanford University Press, “Europe, Free and United.” I hope it 
gets the attention, in high places, that it deserves, 

The thesis of the declaration is: 

(1) That the nations of Europe constitute by reason of geog- 
raphy and history an interdependent region of the world. 

(2) That nothing short of confederation can secure for Europe 
lasting peace, speedy recovery, and personal liberty. 

(3) That a confederation authority should create a confidera- 
tion armed forced to protect all European peoples against aggres- 
sion and tyranny. 

(4) That no fourth Reich should ever be established, but when 
Hitlerism and Pan-German imperialism have been overcome the 
various states of the Reich should enter the confederation. 

(5) That the confederation should protect all European against 
racial, social, and religious discrimination and guarantee civil lib- 
erties and cultural autonomies. , 

(6) That a social bill of rights should aim at assuring all Euro- 
peans “freedom from want.” 

(7) That the confederation should gradually liquidate all inter- 
European trade barriers and transform Europe into a single market 
with a common currency and a co-ordinated transportation system. 

(8) That within these limits of continental solidarity the Euro- 
pean confederation should respect the various democratic consti- 
tutions of member states and guarantee their security and equality. 


Sooner or later Europe must emerge free and 
Fragmente united or Europe will be, as the authors of this 
declaration state, an all but certain source of another war, as well 
as a breeding ground for tyranny, putsches, and adventurisms of 
all sorts. Never in modern history has Europe been so fragmented, 
especially economically, as it has been since the last war. In Eng- 
land, especially, there is growing dismay lest a broken Europe 
slowly drag down with it the whole of western civilization. Lord 
Tempelwood, in an address this week, said that Europe needed 
immediately an economic general staff to foil Hitler’s plans for the 
destruction of the European economy, and expressed the hope that 
at San Francisco there would be a combined effort to restore the 
basis of European civilization, to give Hitler’s victims new hope, 
and to establish throughout Europe a code of human rights. 
Above all, the United States, out of her own wonderful experi- 
ence of the union of the states, should support a European con- 
federation plan. Victory must be translated into new life, and that 
means a modern political, social, and economic system 3 
The confederation plan is, again, the only plan which will permit 
a break-up of the German power structure, and a re-integration 
without fulfilling Hitler’s prophecy that when Germany falls she 
will pull all Europe with her into the abyss. And it is certainly 
not our aim to make any Hitler prophecies and plans come true.

For, the cruel fact is there are not enough ships available to 
transport the huge quantities of food and other supplies needed to 
restore these abused populations to health, normal activity and 
contentment. The ships are needed to carry the weapons and the 
material of war and, until the final, decisive battle is over, until 
German resistance is all crushed, the needs of the fighting armies 
must come first. That is obvious truth.

New Incendiaries 
Highly Effective 


W ASHINGTON—Army officials have revealed 
that the incendiary bombs which are now raining 
’ havoc on Tokyo and other Japanese cities are a 

type of jellied gasoline developed by the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey, in collaboration with the Chemical Warfare Service. 


Back in the early summer of 1944 a group of Washington corre 
spondents were invited_to witness a demonstration of the new 
bombs. At that time they had not yet been employed against the 
enemy. 


Those of us who made the trip to one of the company’s great 
plants in New Jersey to see the demonstration can well appreciate 
the damage they are now doing. 


We were not allowed to say at the time that the incendiaries 
were being especially built for use against Japan. The Army 
would not even officially admit it. But from the type of houses 
used in the demonstration it was apparent to all of us that the 
bombs had only one destination—Japan. 


As a target for the bombs, the company had meticulously re- 
produced a type of flimsy structure that is more or less common 
throughout Japan. It was a small house, as American houses go, 
not much larger than a child’s doll house, with two stories. The 
over-all dimensions were probably no more than 20 by 15 feet. 
Sleeping straw mats were laid about on the bedroom floors, in 
keeping with the Japanese style. 

Within a few minutes after the first bombs exploded in the 
house the whole structure was a mass of flames.

That is how effective the incendiaries are we are using against 
Japan. It is little wonder that some 17 square miles in the heart 
of Tokyo were wiped out by the first big raid of our B-29s em- 
ploying these weapons of destruction. 


The bomb we have developed represents a rad- 
New Type ical departure from the type of incendiary intro 
duced by the Germans in the early part of the war. Known as 
M-69, it has a base of congealed gasoline—a gummy, sticky sub- 
stance that burns with all of the intensity of liquid gasoline. 

The German bomb, made of magnesium, develops far greater 
heat, but it is lacking in the fire-starting and fire-spreading quali- 
ties of the American incendiary. 

At the New Jersey demonstration company officials and Army 
officers set off both types of bombs in identical structures. After 
a few minutes the structure ignited by the American incendiary 
was burning furiously and completely enveloped in flames, where- 
as the German bomb had succeeded only in burning a small hole in 
the simulated attic flooring. 

The American incendiary is fired in clusters, with some 60 in- 
dividual bombs to the cluster. Each individual bomb in the cluster 
weighs about five pounds. 

By combining them in one large package, shaped like regular 
aerial bombs, they can hit the target more accurately. 

Just before the cluster reaches the target it breaks open and all 
of the small bombs spread out over the area. An ingenious device 
has been developed to slow down their speed so that they will 
strike a house with just the right amount of momentum to go 
through the roof and rest on the attic flooring. 

This makes it more difficult for fire wardens to get to them. 
It also conceals their location until the house itself is in flames. 

This is one of the secret weapons our scientists, both civil and 
military. have devised for bringing the haughty little Nipponese 
empire to its knees. We can well judge its effectiveness from the 
three great raids of our bombers on Japanese cities during the 
yast week, 

Now that we have started in earnest, the raids may be expected 
to continue with growing intensity. It is the process our military 
men are relying on to soften Japan up for the final invasion which 
will come later. Before that time comes it well may be that we 
will have knocked out all of their principal centers of war production. 

Those of us who saw the demonstration put on by Standard 
never had any doubt about the effectiveness of the bombs. What 
we witnessed then as an experiment is now being given practical 
employment. It is bound to shorten the war in the Pacific.

NEW YORK, March 18.—(INS) 
The Duke of Windsor made it 
clear today that his resignation as 
governor of the Bahamas does not 
imply “any withdrawal from an 
active career’’—but that “any im- 
mediate future official activities 
must be determined by the value 
the British government places on 
my services, which are always 
available.” 

In an exclusive statement cabled 
to International News Service in 
response to an inquiry as to the 
Duke’s future plans and rumors 
that he might retire entirely from 
public life, the former King of 
England indicated he is ready to 
serve Britain in any new capacity 
suitable to his talents and the 
record he has made in the Ba- 
hamas. 

His message added: “During my 
five years’ administration, the Ba- 
hamas have contributed a maxi- 
mum war effort and unprecedent- 
ed employment has been secured 
for the island population.” 

Meanwhile, dispatches from Lon- 
don disclosed that a powerful 
group, headed by Lord Beaver- 
brook, lord privy seal in the 
Churchill war cabinet, is seeking 
to arrange an important post for 
the Duke of Windsor.

In talking about the govern- 
ment’s free education and train- 
ing program authorized by the 
GI Bill of Rights, I mentioned 
that if you are out of the serv- 
ice because of a service-incurred 
injury or disability, then the re- 
quirement that you must have had 
at least 90 days service doesn’t 
hold. Sixty days, 30 days, pre- 
sumably only one day of serv- 
ice would be enough to include 
you in. 

But remember, if you are a dis- 
abled veteran, you would quite 
likely be entitled to what is called 
“vocational rehabilitation.” This 
is a separate set-up for disabled 
veterans only; so don’t confuse it 
with the new educational bene- 
fits provided for all eligible ex- 
service men, The two plans are 
different. 

The former, under most condi- 
tions, is more beneficial. Like the 
difference between a girl friend 
and a wife. One is more liberal. 

Public Law 346 (the GI Bill) 
provides for education for all elig- 
ible vets and it became law in 
June, 1944. Public Law 16, pro- 
viding training for disabled vet- 
erans under a rehabilitation plan, 
became effective over a year be- 
fore—in March, 1943. 

Now if a disabled veteran is 
elegible under the latter law (Pub- 
lic 16), he certainly will also be 
eligible for the educational pro- 
visions of the GI Bill. And, if 
eligible under both, he can choose 
between the two plans according 
to which one will give him the 
best shuffle. 

But, for the moment, keep in 
mind that if you are disabled and 
the disability was incurred in the 
service ,you may qualify under 
Public 16 (rehabilitation) and 
most likely you will get greater 
benefits under that law than un- 
der the GI Bill. 


Later I’ll give some space to the | 
disabled’s rehabilitation program | 


but during the last few articles 
I’ve been harping on the GI Bill’s 
education plan because it will 
likely include the largest number 
of ex-service men. 

So whether you’re disabled or 
not, don’t let your eyes just whisk- 
broom over the next few lines. 
Because here is the length of time 
in years that ex-service people 
can get training for their future 
life work. 

Let’s assume you weren't over 
25, or can you show your educa- 
tion was impeded at entrance into 
the service. Let’s further assume 
you served—sometime after 16 
Sept., 1940—three or more years. 

What are you waiting for? You 
would qualify for education or 
training for one year plus your 
three years of service. A total of 
four years. Four years, by the 
way, is the top limit under the 
GI Bill. 

But suppose you didn’t have 
three years? You had two years 
and 90 days service. Then you'd
